The Gladiolus is of easy culture, and may be grown in any com- 
mon garden soil ; for fertilizers, bone dust or chips, and well-decom- 
posed manure, thoroughly incorporated with the soil, is found to 
be the best. The subscriber had under cultivation last season at 
his Nursery, Astoria, L. I., about one hundred and thirty varieties of 
this popular plant, and during their perfection in August, extended 
an invitation through the press, and was in attendance for two 
weeks to exhibit them to all who chose to avail themselves of the 
privilege of inspecting and comparing so many varieties together. 
Quite a number embraced the opportunity, and expressed great 
gratification at the display, as well as wonder that so great a vari- 
ety could exist without the appearance of sameness. The ground, 
or prevailing color, being of every shade, from pure white to yel- 
low blush, pink, rose, crimson, scarlet, vermilion, and purple, and 
flaked, feathered, and marked in various colors and styles, also the 
form and size of the flowers and spikes varying in kinds where the 
colors are similar, make up a variety scarcely to be met with in 
any other flower. 

The coming season the number of kinds will be increased, by the 
addition of about fifty more of the choicest new varieties from 
Europe ; and when in their greatest perfection, a similar invitation 
will be given through the press, and the visiting days announced. 
All who admire the beautiful in nature, should not fail to improve 
this occasion, and those wishing to make selections from the new 
varicties before being offered for sale, could not have a better 
opportunity.
